FOR the purpose of altering the time period requirement governing aleave of absence
from anursing facility; repealing the requirement that the Department of
Health and Mental Hygiene pay a certain amount to anursing facility for a
reserved bed; providing that a payment from the Department to anursing
facility for areserved bed may not include payment for nursing services;
providing for the application of this Act; making this Act an emergency measure;
and generally relating to the Maryland Medical Assistance Program and
payment for reserved beds in nursing facilities.

28 facility for areserved bed on or after July 1, 2002.

29 SECTION 3. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act isan emergency
30 measure, isnecessary for the immediate preservation of the public health or safety,

31 has been passed by a yea and nay vote supported by three-fifths of al the members
32 elected to each of the two Houses of the General Assembly, and shall take effect from
33 thedateit isenacted.
